Election/Restrictions 

Applicants' election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-15 with additional claims 
57-74 directed to Group I is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
there would not be an undue burden on the Examiner to search all of the claims 
together, since all of the claims require the presence of the dialysate precursor 
composition.
